(Original) The method of claim 66 wherein the treatment period 
includes a titration period and the recombinant erythropoietin is administered at an 
initial dose of about 50 to about 100 Ill/Kg per week during the titration period and is 
adjusted by about 5 to about 25 lU/Kg/week to obtain a hemoglobin count of about 10 
to about 12 g/dl.
